Kris Davis was born in Vancouver 
in 1980 and grew up in Calgary, 
Alberta. She studied classical piano 
from the age of 6 and discovered 
jazz while a high school student. 
She transcribed performances by 
pianists Herbie Hancock and Keith 
Jarrett and later reported that, “By 
the eighth grade I knew I wanted 
to be a jazz musician.’’She majored 
in jazz piano at the University of 
Toronto. 

Davis moved to New York in 2001. 
Her piano style changed after her 
first album, Lifespan - “I decided 
not to play chords anymore, just 
to play lines” She later obtained a 
classical composition degree from 
the City College of New York. 


Kris Davis was named 2017 Rising 
Star Pianist/2018 Rising Star Artist 
in Downbeat magazine and dubbed 
one of the music’s top up-and- 
comers in a 2012 The New York 
Times article titled “New Pilots at 
the Keyboard,” with the newspaper 
saying: “One method for deciding 
where to hear jazz on a given night 
has been to track down the pianist 
Kris Davis.” 

To date, Davis has released 12 
recordings as leader. Her 2016 
release, Duopoly, made The 
New York Times, Pop Matters, 

NPR, LA Times, and Jazz Times 
best albums of 2016 lists. Davis 
works as a collaborator and side 
person with artists such as John 
Zorn, Terri Lyne Carrington, Craig 
Taborn, Tyshawn Sorey, Eric 
Revis, Michael Formanek, Tony 
Malaby, Ingrid Laubrock, Julian 
Lage, Mary Halvorson and Tom 
Rainey. She received a Doris 
Duke Impact award in 2015 and 
multiple commissions to compose 
new works from The Shifting 
Foundation, The Jazz Gallery/ 
Jerome Foundation and the 
Canada Council for the Arts. Kris 
Davis is the Associate Program 
Director of Creative Development 
for the Institute of Jazz and Gender 
Justice at Berklee College of Music.

The University of Toronto 12tet + 1 is a contemporary ensemble 
comprised of students in the Bachelor’s, Master’s and Doctoral programs. 
Since its inception in 2012, the ensemble has established itself as a 
vehicle for elite players and composers in the jazz performance program 
and beyond. The band has been featured many times at the Rex Hotel 
and the University of Toronto’s Walter Hall, with guests who rank among 
Canada’s most prominent jazz musicians. The 12tet recorded and 
released its first album Rebirth in 2013 and a follow-up CD, Trillium Falls , in 
2016. A new CD, When Day Slips Into Night , was recorded in May 2018. 

Smaller than a traditional big band, the 12-piece format allows more 
freedom for soloists while still offering a wide range of ensemble textures. 
The 12tet sound pays tribute to classic bands, taking cues from Art 
Pepper Plus 11 and The Rob McConnell Tentet, but also steps further by 
embracing more contemporary rhythmic and harmonic inspirations. 

On stage, the band is self-directed. In the rehearsal studio, the 12tet is 
led by Terry Promane, who is known for his work with many Juno Award 
winning and nominated bands including The Dave YoungYTerry Promane 
Octet, Mike Murley Septet, The Boss Brass, The Rob McConnell Tentet, 
The John MacLeod Orchestra, The Carn/Davidson 9 and The Kirk 
Macdonald Jazz Orchestra.
